WEIGHING 
THE MAINE VICTORY 


. 
The democrats of the country had better not build too much upon the 


victory in Maine. The republican parly has great rehabilitative powers and 


: may succeed in gathering together its divergent forces and molding them 


'.•again into'a solid phalanx, 
it is really wonderful what money can do. 


It is'well'remembered, how often the trusts have helped the republican' 
party to victory in the face of what seemed to be inevitable defeat. 


The dominant issue in Maine was the high cost of living1, the next was 


the extravagance in state expenditures. On these two the victory was won 
by the democrats without any specific promises of 
reform 
beyond 
the 


promise of good government. 
Some papers have said that the victory was 


.won on the liquor issue, but that cut little or no figure in the contest. The 
, people are burdened with the high cost of living, and that they meant to 
give the republican party a stinging blow is shown by thsiv election of 


. the democratic congressional 
candidates. 


It was the same spirit that caused the, republicans in the state of 


Washington to nominate for United States senator Congressman Poin- 
de.xter, a leader of the insurgents in the house. 
This nomination is the 


more significant because Washington is Ballinger's, state and the secretary 
who has been under investigation says Poindexter is a socialist. 
Whatever 


he is the republicans of Washington want to send him to the senate, and he 


will go unless beaten by a democrat. 
These are indications whioh the 


political weather loan cannot afford to ignore. 


But there are others. 
The first signal was noted in the republican 


slump in the Sixth Illinois district where the regular republican was saved 
from defeat only by the presence of a i'nkr, candidate put in for the pur- 
pose of saving the day for the regular republican. 
Then came u crushing- 


defeat for the republican candidate in the De Armoud district of Missouri, 
next the election of Foss in the Fourteenth Massachusetts district, followed 
soon after by a. smashing defeat of the

Rochester district of New York. Still later came the slump in Vermont, the 
reduced vote of the regulars in the primaries in New Hampshire tind 
finally the culmination in the Maine victory. 


These results combined show unmistakably the trend of public senti- 


ment and the coming defeat of the republican party. 


The wave of insurgency sxtrges onward. 
Col. Roosevelt has lashed the 


old hulk of the republican ship of state until its sides squeaked. Now the 
standpatters are in despair and appeal for mercy. 


President Taft sees the writing upon the wall, and wherever he goes 


ho is confronted with the vision of Boosevelt riding a strange charger 
known as "the new nationalism," 


Maine has pointed the way for other states, and now the republican 


bosses are out to offset, so far as they can, the effect of the defeat. 


Honest democrats and republicans throughout, the, nation 
should 


prepare to join their forces for the overthrow of the combine made up of 
the republican party and the trusts on the mutual undnrstanding that while 
the party is held in power by trust contributions it will give the trusts ample 
power to levy tribute upon the people. 


All this may sound very strange and even impossible, but that is the 


kind of government we have been living under since the days of William 
McKinlev.

Everybody interested in the city of Lowell will rejoice to find that in 


spite, of all drawbacks the population of our city has advanced almost, 
beyond our expectations during the last ten years. 


\Ve are now a city of 106,294, a gain of 11,325 during the ten-year 


period. 


When the population was taken ten years ago there was a very strong 


suspicion that, we did not get a fair count. So far as could be ascertained 
the population then indicated by the census, to wit, 94,969, was altogether 
too small. The census bureau came to Lowell and looked over the ground; 
that did not change the result. When the census work is not done right at. 
first, it would require to be done all over again in order to correct the 
errors. That was too much 'of a task, and accordingly we hud to accept 
the decision of the census bureau which after all may 
not 
have 
been 


far astray. 


The population became a matter of record, and the citizens of Lowell 


who rejoice to see the city grow, have been expecting a normal increase for 
the last decade. The percentage of increase it; not quite so great as wo 
should like to have it, although in view of a depression in the textile busi- 
ness and occasional strikes in the factories it mii^t, be accepted as on the 
whole quite creditable to the City of Spindles. 


It will encourage our citizens generally and many outsiders also to 


know that (he city of Lowell is not, retrograding. It is not stationary, but 
steadily growing. 


The increase in real estate for the past ten years is probably greater 


in proportion than the increase in population. There is plenty of room for 


nil our people and n great many more. We have u building boom on at the 
present time that will doubtless attract thousands of 
people 
from 
other 


eities. 
There will be work enough for nil, mid plenty of good tenements 


in healthful locations. These nre the chief elements required to promote a 
cily's growth because they depend upon n spirit, of enterprise and push 
that always keeps business booming-.

WEIGHING 
THE MAINE VICTORY 


The democrats of the country bad better not build too much .upon the 


victory in Maine. The republican party has great rehabilitative powers und 


may succeed in gathering together its divergent forces and molding them 


again into a. solid phalanx. It is really wonderful what money can do. 
It is'well remembered how often the trusts have helped the republican 
party to victory in the face of what seemed to be inevitable defeat. 


' The dominant issue in Maine was the high cost of living, the next was 


the extravagance in state'expenditures. On these two the victory was won 
by the democrats without any specific promises of 
reform 
beyond 
the 


promise of good government, Some papers have said that the victory was 
won on ihe liquor issue, but that cut little or no figure in the contest. The 
people are burdened with the high cost of living, and that they meant to 


. give, the republican party a stinging blow is shown by their election of 


the democratic congressional candidates. 


It was the same spirit that caused the republicans in the state of 


Washington to nominate for United States senator Congressman Poin- 
deiter, a 'leader of the insurgents in the house. This nomination is the 
more significant because Washington is Ballinger's stale and the secretary 
who has been under investigation says Poindexter is a socialist. Whatever 
he is the republicans of Washington want to send him to the senate, and he 
will go unless beaten by a democrat. 
These are indications which the 


political weather man cannot afford to ignore. 


But there are others. 
The first signal was noted in the republican 


slump in the Sixth Illinois district where the regular republican was saved 
from defeat only by the presence of u fake candidate put in for the pur- 
pose of saving the day for the regular republican.

The wave of insurgency surges.onward. Col. Roosevelt has lashed the 


old hulk of the republican ship of state until its sides squeaked. Now tho 
standpatters are in despair and appeal for mercy. 


President Taf t sees the writing .upon the wall, and wherever ho goes 


he is confronted with the vision of Roosevelt riding a strange charger 
known us "the new nationalism." 


Maine has pointed the way for other states, and now the republican 


bosses are out to offset, so far as they can, the effect of the defeat. . 


Honest democrats und republicans throughout 
the 
nation 
should 


prepare to join their forces for the overthrow of the combine made up of 
the republican parly and the trusts on the mutual understanding that while 
the parly is held in power by trust contributions it will give the trusts ample 
power to levy tribute upon the people. 


All this may sound very strange and even impossible, but that is the 


kind of government we have been living under since the days of William 
McKinley.

INCREASE 
IN 
POPULATION 


Everybody interested hi the city of Lowell will rejoice to find that in 


spite of all drawbacks the population of our city has advanced almost 
beyond our expectations during the last ten years. 


We arc now a city of 106,294, a gain of 11,325 during the ten-year 


period. 


When the population was taken ten years ago there was a very strong 


suspicion that we did not get a fair count. So far as could be ascertained 
the population then.indicated by the census, to wit, 94,909, was altogether 
too small. The census bureau came to Lowell and looked over tho ground; 
that did not change the result. When the census work is not done right nt 
first, it would require to ho done nil over ngnin in order to correct the 
errors. That was too much of a task, and accordingly we had to accept 
the decision of the census bureau which after all may 
not 
have 
been 


far astray. 


The population became a matter of record, and the citizens of Lowell 


who rejoice to see the city grow, have been expecting a normal increase for 
rhc last decade. The percentage of increase is not quite so great as we 
should like to have it, although in view of a depression in tho textile busi- 
ness and occasional strikes in the faclories it must be accepted as on tho 
whole quite creditable to the City of Spindles. 


It irill encourage our citizens generally and many outsiders also to 


know that the city of Lowell is not retrograding. It is not stationary, but 
steadily growing. 


The increase in real estate for (be past ten years is probably greater 


in proportion than the increase in population. There is plenty of room for 
all our people and a great many more. We have u building boom on at the 
present time that will doubtless attract thousands of people from 
other 


cities. There will be work enough for nil, und plenty of good tenements 
in healthful locations. 
These are the chief elements required tn promote a 


city's growth because they depend upon a spiril of enterprise sud push 
(hat always keeps business booming. 


If our Textile school were free lo the public as is the Lawrence In- 


dustrial school it would be of vastly more benefit to this city. At present 
the tuition fen and the entrance examination are insuperable barriers to 
many flmhitious young men and mill workers who would like to rise to somn- 
tliing higher. Of course it costs more lo run the Textile school than (h« 
industrial, and that may explain why one is free and the othor nol.

story of the latter told on the witness 
stand rivalled the -most sensational evi- 
dence introduced at the murder trial. 


Mrs. Jackson said .that, the accused 


girl gave up the room which she had 
occupied at the. homo of the witness 
on March 12, explaining that she was 
leaving to be married to Dr. Crippen 


Until the flrst week in 
February, 


Miss Lenevo had slept regularly at Mrs. 
Jackson's, after that she stopped at the 
house only occasionally. 
She said that 


she spent the other nights at the homes 
of friends. 


On one occasion, Miss Tjeneve men- 


tioned having been at 
the 
Hilldrop 


Crescent home of the Crippuns early in 
February to help the doctor in a search 
for a bankbook which showed an ac- 
count of 51000. She added that a dia- 
mond tiara and ring's had neon found 
in the house and that the doctor had 
raised $850 on these. About the mid- 


dle of February the witness said Miss 
Leneve appeared most miserable and 
depressed. Such was her state that 
Mrs. Jackson followed the girl to her 
room to learn if possible the source of 
her trouble.

made his 'd'ebirt'id a' professional mo- 
tor cycle rider at the Clinton.Stadium 
yesterday, and had a -remarkable' es- 
cape from death when his machine col- 
lapsed, while he was-riding the six- 
lap saucer at the rate of a mile in 55 
seconds. He rode Carl Ruden, a. vet- 
eran, a matcli race, with a flying start. 
St. Yves opened tho throttle wide and 
sped around the track so fast that most 
of the time he fairly bounded on the 
boards. 
AB he shot up to. and 
was 


.about to pass Ruden at three laps, his 
machine scraped the bleachers. 
The 


chain snapped and St. Yves lost con- 
trol. 


Going- a mile a minute, he wobbled 


all over the track and almost crashed 
into Ruden. Women screamed and 
spectators/rushed from the front rows 
in 'the stands. Zigzagging around Dead 
man's curve, where Sunny Briggs was 
killed two years, ago, St. Yves lost all 
control-of the handlebars and the front 
wheel turned around and caved in. 
Still clinging to the machine. St. Yves 
slid-with it the length oC the grand- 
stand.
